3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

There exist plenty of power deriving circuits for surveillance cameras with radio- 
frequency converters that convert video signals generated from the images into radio- 
frequency signals. However, there is no prior art device that derives driving power from 
an antenna lead-in wire and transmits the images taken by the camera through the 
same lead-in wire.
